Actions on Cambodia 


The following is a report on actions taken or underway on Cambodia 
through 6:00 p. m. June 29: 

Military O perations: Withdrawal of all U.S. forces is expected to 
be completed as of 0400 Eastern Daylight Time June 30. 

Third Coufatry Military Forces in Support of Cambodia : Two more 

Khmer Krom battalions will be ready for movement to Phnom Penh 
June 30. 


ftlilitary Assistance: Cambodia has asked Indonesia for an adviser 
on guerilla warfare, and the Indonesians are moving to select a qual- 
ified person. The Cambodians also asked for MiG's and spare parts. 
The Indonesians have none available, but their Ambassador in Phnom 
Penh has suggested another look. 

-- Uniforms and personal equipment for the two Thai-Khmer 
regiments were delivered in Bangkok on the night of June 29 . 

There were no equipment deliveries to Cambodia during 
the past 24 hours.

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Diplomatic: In a press conference June 29, Lon Nol made the follow- 
ing key points: (1) he personally would like to see U. S. troops remain, 
but "we can defend ourselves with U.S. Air Force and ARVN aid; we 
need arms but we do not need U. S. troops;’ 1 (2) Cambodia remains 
neutral and is not sending a delegation to the SEATO meeting; (3) 70 
FANK battalions remain totally unarmed where 80 are ’’reasonably 
well armed;” (4) Cambodia was attacked by VC/NVA from the sanc- 
tuaries before U.S. forces entered the sanctuaries; (5) whatever the 
U.S. Air Force does after June 30 will be useful; he would be glad to 
have its assistance in combat situations, but agrees it is important for 
U.S. air strikes to interdict VC/NVA supply lines. 

-- The head of the Nationalist Chinese Mission in Phnom Penh 
confirmed on June 29 that he will lead a Chinese group going to Phnom 
Penh in about ten days, and that he will establish a Mission there with- 
out diplomatic status. Its most urgent takk will be to determine what 
kind of assistance the Cambodians need and can use. He said Nationalist 
China is most anxious to provide some kind of assistance, probably 
defense-related, ”of course with U.S. approval.” 

-- The Director of the UN High Commission for Refugees has 
told us privately that his organization has decided to contribute 
$50, 000 each to the Red Cross societies of South Vietnam and Cambodia 
to hebfl meet the emergency needs of refugees from the recent hostilities. 
Moreover, the Commission for Refugees will assign a representative 
from his office to Saigon to observe the refugee situation in the two coun- 
tries on a continuing basis. 

-- The Djakarta Three saw British Foreign Secretary Sir Alec 
Douglas-Home. There was little to report of the conversation except 
that the three nations felt that the Soviets and even the Poles and 
Indians were attempting by their lights to be reasonable and that the 
basic trouble remains in Hanoi, which adamantly insists on total U. S. 
withdrawal. They also thought the Poles were "more reasonable” 
than the Indians toward re-establishing the ICC in Cambodia. 

-- We have recieved a report that Prince Sihanouk will visit 
Moscow, Rumania, Czechoslovakia, Albania and Algeria this autumn, 
as well as perhaps one or two other African countries. He will be 
accompanied by a Communist Chinese bodyguard who is to ensure that' 
Sihanouk returns to Peking. 
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Information: Discussion is proceeding on our plans to deploy a 
radio team from the 7th psyops group to Phnom Penh, particularly 
the complications involved because of radio Phnom Penh’s contract 
with the French radio- TV service. 
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
